JAPANESE VICTORY “COMPLET 


Critics Take View That Russian 
feat Puts Czar. Troops in 
Shape for Land Campaign.

ST. PETERSBURG DECLARES YALU 
CROSSING ISIN RUSSIAN PLAN. 


Repoft Is Given Out That Only 5,000 
Troops Opposed Vastly Superior 
Army of Kuroki—Only Purpose in 
Resistance Was to Harass Invaders 
in Every Possible Way—May Even 
Fall Back Still , Farther Without 
Discouragement. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 2, 3:58 a. m.—The 
first Japanese army, under Gen. Kuroki, con- 
sisting of the guards and the Second and 
Twelfth divisions, according to official and 
private advices from the front, crossed the 
Yalu yesterday about thirty miles above the 
mouth of the river, near Kiulientse (Suko), 
where the river bends abruptly to the east- 
ward. For three days less than 5,000 Rus- 
siafis, under Gens. Sassulitch, Mistchenko, 
and Kashtalinsky, have been strung along 
the Manchurian side of the river and have 
been harassing and impeding the crossing of 
the Japanese successfully despite their hope- 
less inferiority in men and guns. 

On Friday the Japanese, who had occupied 
the heights near Litzaven and Hussan, above 
Antung, were dislodged and driven back to 
the river with considerable loss. They were 
compelled to dismount their-pontoon bridge 
in order to save it from destruction. 


Russian Position Scattered. 

Saturday a gunboat flotilla at the mouth of 
the river and all the field guns posted on the 
Corean bank opened. a bombardment and 
scattered the Russian positions on the Man- 
churian side. The bombardment was main- 
tained intermittently for seven hours, twen- 
ty-four field guns and twelve 4.7 guns partici- 
pating, and over 2,000 shells being fired. 

The Russian reports pay tribute to the fine 
masked positions of these guns. 

In two days fighting the Russians lost two 
officers and five men killed and six officers 
and thirty-six men wounded. _ 

On the morning of May 1 it became ap- 
parent that the bombardment of Saturday 
was a preliminary to the crossing on Sunday, 
when the Japanese opened again with their 
batteries, pouring an intense fire into the 
Russian lines, which caused great losses. 


Did Not Want to Stop Crossing. 

The Russians had no intention of trying 
to prevent the Japanese crossing, their sole 
object being to retard and embarrass as 
much as possible the crossing. With a com- 
paratively insignificant force; this having 
-been accomplished, Gen. Sassulitch, men- 
aced by the overwhelming force of the Jap- 
anese, retired in perfect order to his second 
position, a short distance away, which the 
Japanese immediately attacked, and where 
fighting is now in progress. 


Expect More Skirmishing. 


The fact that the Russians have retreated 
to positions back of Turenchen, where there 
is more fighting, shows that they have built 
intrenchments, which the Japanese are under 
the necessity of taking before they can push 
on. Consequently, continuous fighting and 
skirmishing will occur, the plan of the Rus- 
sians being to hang on the flanks of the ene- 
my and annoy and worry them to the utter- 
most. Nothing really decisive, however, is 
expected until the Japanese advance shall 
encounter the Russian position in the moun- 
tain passes of Fenghuancheng. It is even 
considered possible that the Japanese may be 
able to turn the Russian position there, but 
all this is provided for in Gen. Kouropat- 
kin’s plans. 

Russians Forced to Retreat. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 1.—The general 
staff account of the operations on the Yalu 
river today is as follows: - 

“ At 4 o’clock this morning Japanese field 
batteries with some 4.7 guns opened a 
| terrific fire on our position at Turenchen and 
on our troops posted hear Potietinsky. 

“The overwhelming superiority of the 
Japanese in artillery and the heavy losses 
their fire inflicted on our troops occupying 
these positions made it clear to Gen. Sas- 
sulitch that it was impossible to hold Turen- 
chen. Consequently the troops were ordered 
to retire from Turenchen, while still holding 
the Potietinsky road. 

“When Gen. Sassulitch dispatched his 
telegram the Russian troops were retiring 
in good order from Turenchen and Schak- 
hedzy to their second position and the battle 
was continuing at Potietinsky and Tchingu.” 


Russian Version of Engagement. 
The general staff has also issued the fol- 
lowing account of the alfairs on the Yalu 
river April 29 and 30: 

“ From’ Gen. Kouropatkin’s telegrams it 
appears that the Japanese, having crossed 
to the right bank of the Yalu near the vil- 
lage of Sindiagu, occupied the villages of 
Hussan and Litzaven. Gen. Sasulitch, with 
a view to reoccupying Litzaven and the 
heights near Hussan, ordered on April 29 
a thorough reconnaissance of the positions 
which the Japanese occupied and then sent 
a detachment commanded by Staff Lieut. 
Col. Lind to attack the enemy. 

“The positions near Litzaven and Hus- 
gan were de “-nded by a Japanese force con- 
sisting of two battalions of the Fourth regi- 
ment of the guard with mountain guns 
and a small force of cavalry of the guard.

RUSSIAN DEFEAT HER GREATEST 
BUT ONE ON ASIATIC SOIL. 


London View That Japanese Have 
Seized One of Strategical Keys to 
Situation, Driving Out Adversary in 
Spite of Advantage of Modern Weap- 
ons and Fortified Position—Another 
Paper Holds to Theory that Czar’s 
Only Course Lay in Retreat.

LONDON, May 2, 3 a. m.—*" The silence 
which has hung over the land campaign is 
broken at last by news which marks an 
epoch in the military history of the world,” 
is the sentence by which the Daily Telegraph 
commences its comment on the battle. The 
article continues as follows: 

* Russia, at the hands of a new power in 
‘the far east, has suffered the greatest de- 
feat that has ever befalten her arms upon 
Asiatic soil since Yermak the Cossack 
crossed the Urals. Japan has pierced the 
Manchurian frontier, shattered Gen. Kouro- 
patkin’s position upon the Yalu at the first 
blow, and seized one of the strategical keys 
of the whole military situation. The terri- 
tory occupied by her adversary is laid open 
to her invading armies, and at the moment 
when 30,000 of the czar’s troops are in re- 
treat before the mikado’s forces Russia 
awakes to the fact that she has equally mis- 
calculated her prospects on land and sea. 
This is a great event. It is probably but the 
prelude to a greater. Since her first repulse 
before the shopes of Plevna, Russia has 
known no such reverse as that which has 
been inflicted upon her in the struggle for the 
Yalu, her present misfortune being the more 
serious im every respect since she failed 
then before a fortified position, but has now 
been driven out of one in spite of all the ad- 
vantage conferred by modern weapons upon 
defense.” 


Jap Victory Brilliant. 


This view is not cammon to all the military 
critics here. For instance, another London 
morning paper says: 

“ This is, of course, a brilliant victory for 
the Japanese arms. At the same time it 
must not be forgotten that it has more 
than once been stated that the Russians 
never intended to fight a decisive battle on 
the Yalu, but that their main line of de- 
fense will be farther back. But one has only 
to look at the maps of the country and notice 
the steep -hills north of the Yalu, which 
slope down to that river, to understand the 
reason for It is probable that the 
force on the right bank of the Yalu was. 
intended merely to hold back the Japanese 
as long as possible and then fall back on 
the main body.”

Inspector Howard Hard to Find. 


The effort to find out how Smoke Inspector 
Francie E. Howard ‘‘earned” the salary 


| the city pays him was difficult. Here is the 
report 


April 30—After four mornings of unsuccessful at- 
tempts to locate Howard at his house or at the 
smoke department, he was observed leaving his 
residence, 1222 Fulton street, at 7:2a.m. He 
took @ Lake streét elevated train to Randolph 
street and then walked to the Iroquois buffet, 8 
Randolph street, second of the smoke inspector’s 
unofficial headquarters. Howard remained in this 
saloon for three-quarters of an hour and then 
proceeded to room 4 in the health department in 
the city hall at 8:46. He ..took off his coat and 

gat down a desk, where he was seen tele- 
phoning and writing as if the place belonged to 
him. ‘This is not his office. 


False Report from Headquarters. 


While Howard was thus dawdling at this 
desk in the health department, a telephone

Never Lost Sight of Him. 


During this conversation Howard had 
neyer been lost sight of at the desk in the 
health department, nor, indeed, from the 
moment that he left his house at 7:25. It 
was impossible that he could have visited 


the smoke bureau. 


On April 28 a telephone request for How- 
ard at smoke headquarters elicited the state- 
ment that he was not in the habit of report- 
ing there in the morning and could only be 
reached there at 4 p.m. At 4 p. m. an in- 
quirer was told that he had not arrived. 
At 4:15 it was said that he had been in and 
had gone. 

Inquiries made of Howard’s family brought 
out the statement that he had two jobs and 
constantly receives letters from some In- 
diana Coal company, which he immediately 
burns. He draws as smoke inspector $81.50 
a month and fs said to live in a style requir- 
ing large expenditure. 

Nothing in the investigation of Howard 
showed any sign that he was doing any 
work as smoke inspector of the city of Chi- 
cago. Upon inquiry made yesterday morn- 
ing at Justice Gibbons’ court, where all 
smoke cases are tried the clerk stated that. 
Howard had not been in the courtroom for 
two weeks. 


Routine of “Inspector” Nichols, 


John Nichols is one of the smoke inspectors 
and a primary worker. He lives at 888 West 
Adams street. Nichols is a veteran of the 
civil war, and his age with accompanying 
loss of sight is sufficient to impair seriously 
his efficiency as an observer of smoke nui- 
sances, ecen if he worked hard at his job. 
His usual hours of busipess are from 11 a. m. 
till 3 p. m., although THE TRIBUNE was un- 
able to discover that he attended to smoke 
department duties during these periods of 
absence from home. On April 27 he attended 


_the smoke trials in Justice Gibbons’ court and 


went away in the company of a railroad at- 
torney who had waited twenty minutes for 
him in the lobby. The case in which the at- 
torney was interested was postponed and is 
set for hearing tomorrow. The only other day 
in which the movements of Nichols were kept 
‘track of resulted in the following report: 


April 26—Inspector John Nichols left his home at 
8 a. m. and arrived at the city hall at 8:30. Vis- 
ited friends there and at 8:45 went to unofficial 
smoke inspectors’ headquarters at raloon at &5 
Randolph street, and got a suit case. From there 
went to a State street department store, met his 
wife, took her to the Twelfth street depot, and 
boarded special G. A. R. train for Springteia 
encampment. 


‘Fourth Inspector a “Do-Nothing.” 


The fourth of the quartet of * do-nothing 
inspectors’”’ in: Chief Schubert's bureau is 
Otto F. Palmer of Rogers Park. 

Three days’ investigation of Palmer re- 
sulted in the discovery that the only bit of 
smoke Inspecting done by him occurred at 
the corner of Dearborn and Adams streets. 
He chanced to observe that the chimney of 
a store was smoking and apparently made 
a note of that fact in a notebook, but he did 
not enter the building to find out whether 
poor coal, bad firing, ineffective boilers, or 
what was to blame. The record of the 
investigators as to Palmer follows: 


April 25—Palmer left his home at Rogers Park 
and arrived at the city hall at 9 a. m. Left 
again at 9:10 in a buggy. It was raining hard, 
so that efficient smoke inspection wae difficult. 

April 26—Palmer was sighted at the Tribune 
buliding at 1:20 p. m. Twenty minutes later he 
left and went to the Masonic temple, where he 
remained until 3:20 p. m. From there he went 
direct to the, smoke inspector’s unofficial head- 
quarters in the saloon at 85 Randolph street and 
had a few drinks of beer. His next stop was at 
229 South Water street, and thence he went to 
the Northwestern depot and took the 4:80 train 
for home. He did not do any work at all during 
the afternoon, spending the time visiting with 
his friends at his different stopping places. 

April 27—Palmer ieft the city hall at 9 a. m. and 
went to the Tribune building, where he remained 
an hour. He then disappeared into a State street 
department store and the trail was lost. 

With Palmer the staff of Chief Schubert és-/ 
exhausted, except for Inspector Bish, who 
does nothing-more eccentric or interesting 
than fairly to acquit himself of his duties. 


“Has t to Keep the Do-Nothings.” 

Chief Smoke Inspector Schubert was found 
Friday morning at 8:30 at Madison and 
Dearborn streets taking down observations 
on a neighboring smokestack which was 
pouring forth volumes of black smoke. 

- “ You must get those fellows pretty often, 
don’t you, Mr. Schubert?” 

“Seven times already this morning,’’ he 
answered. “I'll stick them for about $100 
this time.” 

“There are lots of others, Mr. Schubert, 
just as bad.’’ 

“I know it. But what can I do with only 
five men, Iam handicapped. Who are 
you, anyway?’ he asked his questioner. 

*"O, I'm on the city pay roll, too. I don’t 
do anything, though; just draw my salary 
and hustle around gt election time.” 

“ Weil,” answ the inspector, sadly, 
“ we all have to keep much felowa I have to 
do it, too.” 

Perhaps out of “the foregoing elucidation 
may come to citizens of Chicago a clearer 
notion of why the smoke nuisance continues 
to ads the town.

MERCY OF RAILROADS 


SHIPPERS SUFFERING FROM FAIL- 
URE TOMREDUCE RATES. 


Circular of Chicago Commercial Ex- 
change Will Show That Because of 
Refusal of Administration to En- 
force 25 Per Cent Order Goods May 
Be Shipped Long Distances More 
Cheaply than for Short a 
port Nearly Completed. — 


That Chicago jobbers and shippers are “ at 
the mercy of Illinois railroads,’’ owing to the 
failure of Gov. Yates or his appointees, the 
railroad and warehouse commissioners, to 
enforce a 25 per cent reduction in freight 
rates, will be alleged in the circular soon to 
be issued by the Chicago Commercial ex- 
change. 

Although the reduction was entered of | 
record by Chairman Neville of the commis- 
sion more than a year ago, the circular will 
show that it since has existed only on paper, 
and that the railroads have not aad |e 
copies of “the new schedule. 


Will Show Rates Unjust. _ 


“The circular is not a direct attack — 
Gov. Yates, for the reason that the Comadun 
cial exchange is more concerned with busi- 
ness than with politics,” a member of the 
committee engaged in its preparation said 
yesterday. ‘It wil contain no charge that 
the reduction in freight rates was held up by 
the governor in order to secure the support 
of the railroads in his present campaign. 
That is purely inference. 

“The circular will show, however, that by 
reason of the high freight rates which pre- 
vail in Illinois it is possible for jobbers in 
Indiana, Iowa, and Kentucky to ship goods 
to the small towns of Illinois more cheaply 
than can the Chicago dealers. 

“Since it has been found impossible to 
mandamus the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission into promulgating the 25 per cent in 
freight rates, consequently the Commercial 
exchange, composed of leading Chicago 
wholesalers, proposes to conduct a campaign 
of education. te 

A meeting of the exchange’s committee on 
railroads will be held Wednesday afternoon 
in the Masonic temple to take final action on 
the circular, now nearly completed. 


More to Join in Protest. 


As a result of the revelations made by the 
Commercial exchange, it is probable that 
other organizations of wholesale and retail 
merchants Interested in lower freight rates 
will join in the protest against further delay 
In the 25 per cent reduction. 

John G. Shedd of the wholesale department 
of Marshall Field & Co. and general chair- 
man of the National Association of Mer- 
chants and Travelers, said he wenn look into 
the matter today.’

Peter, while they took no actual part in the 
assassination of Alexander, are known to 
have approved of the crime, and, moreover, 
on the tour which King Peter is now making 
through the more remote portions of his 
dominions for the purpose of getting into 
direct touch with “his people, he is accom- 
panied by Col. Popovitch and Col. Maschin, 
the two chief assassins ofthe late king and 
queen, and who now hold the offices of mil- 
itary governor and commandant of Bel- 
grade and chief of the staff of the army re- 
spectively, to which they were appointed 
on relinquishing their posts at court, while 
several officers of minor rank likewise in- 
criminated in the outrage are included in the 
royal party. 

Thus, in the first important progress that 
King Peter is making throughout his domin- 
ions since his accession to the throne, he is 
showing himself to his people in the company 
of the murderers of his predecessors, who 
oeeaey the most important positions in his 
suite, 

This shows definitely the extent to which 
the regicides have King Peter in their power 
and thé character of the trickery by means 
of which the Servian monarch has been able 
to induce Russia, Italy, and Austria to send 
back theig envoys to Belgrade for the pur- 
pose of resuming diplomatic relations. 

According to the official announcement 
published at Rome it is towards the latter 
part of July or early in August that Queen 
Helene hopes to present to her husband and 
to the nation a male heir to the throne of 
Italy. The queen is now living quietly in 
the ch&teau of Porziano, near Rome. 

Emperor Nicholas has granted to the widow 
| of Admiral Makaroff a pension of $10,000.a 
year from his privy purse, which is in addi- 
tion to her- naval pension as the widow of 
an admiral who has fallen in battle. It is 
not generally known, I believe, that the late 
admiral, with the permission of the govern- 
ment, made an attempt to take his famous 
ice breaker Yermak through the Arctic gea, 
along the northern coast of Siberia, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. The attempt 
met with faflure, it being found that the 
Yermak, although successful in breaking 
through the ice of the Baltic during the 
coldest winter, was absolutely unable to 
make any impression whatsoever upon the 
packed masses of arctic ice. It is this that 
convinces me that no serious attempt will 
ever be made to take the Baltic squadron 
of the Russian fleet to the far east by way 
of the arctic seas that wash the shores of 
northern Siberia. 

The Hon. Eleanor Norton, who has just 
made her début as a successful playwright 
in London, is a 23 year old girl with Ameri- 
can blood In her veins, being one of the twin 
daughters of Lord Grantley and of his first 
wife, a daughter of W. H. McVickar of New 
York, commodore at one time of the New 
York Yacht club. The marriage of lord 
Grantley was in the nature of a romance. 
For his first wife had been previously mar- 
ried to his uncle, Maj. Charles Brinsley Nor- 
ton, who was. at that time the next heir to 
his nephew’s peerage. Aunt and nephew fell 
in love with one another and eloped. A 
divorcexensued, with Lord Grantley as co- 
respondemt. The decree was granted in due 
course against Mrs. Norton. It was made 
absolute on Nov. 4, 1879. On the following 
day Mrs. Norton became the wife of Lord 
Grantley, andthe birth of the eldest child 
of the couple thus wedded is given in 
“‘ Burke’s Peerage ”’ as Nov. 10, 1879. | 

Twelve years later Lady Grantley pre- 
sented her husband with a son and heir, whose 
appesrance in the world destroyed the pros- 
pects of Maj. Norton succeeding to the peer- 
age of his nephew, who had thus deprived 
him, not only of his wife but also of his 
chances of succeeding to the title and estates, 
Lady Grantley died about seven years ago, 
and her husband has since taken to himself 
another wife. 

He is descended from Richard Norton. 
sheriff of-Northumberland in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and the first Lord.Norton 
was speaker of the house of commons during 
the early years of the reign of King George 
IM. The present Lord Norton is the issue 
of a most romantic marriage contracted by 
the late peer with Maria Federigo, a totally 
uneducated but lovely fisherman’s daughter 
of the island of Capri. After her husband’s 
death she returned to-Capri, resumed her 
peasant attire, and, although a peeress of 
the British realm, died there as a oi ees 
woman in 1892.

But Mr. Burgstaller was until 
yesterday an unknown quantity on the con- 
cert platform. He was welcomed by’an au- 
dience of good size, and the applause with 
which his work was received spoke of the 
enthusiasm that springs from approval sin- 
cere and hearty, It is understood that this 
recital was the first the young tenor has 
ever given. If this be the case his success 
was indeed of the most flattering kind, and 
promises uncommonly well for his future 
in this new line of work. His recital wasin- 
teresting, enjoyable, meritorious, and that 
a year from now he will accomplish work 
more satisfactory than was that of yester- 
day in no wise cancels the worth of what 
he now achieves. 

Song recital and grand opera are two widely 
different lines of vocal art, and to succeed 
in the former requires abilities more re- 
fined, more completely controlled, more ex- 
actly poised than does the latter.

Washington has taken pity on the 
city and town dweller and has found 
time, in the midst of its plans and pub- 
lications for the farnier, to issue a 
little manual intended chiefly for the use 
and benefit of urban citizens. The pamphlet 
can be obtained by writing to the agricultural 
department and asking for Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 185. 
author is Prof. Corbett, horticulturist 
of the bureau of plant industry, and within 
the narrow limits of twenty-five pages he 
has succeeded in packing suggestions which 
should prove of value to every man and wom- 
an who has even a few feet of unoccupied 
ground attached to his residence. 

In the first place itis pointed out that when 
a lot is small what is called the formal meth- 
od of planting must be adopted. The so- 
called natural method, with its forests, plan- 
tations, winding drives, and walks, is, of 
course, only adapted to large suburban or 
country places. 

Man,” says Prof. Corbett, “ should first 
provide for his necessities, next his com- 
forts, and lastly for his pleasures.’’ Up to 
the present the people of the United States 
have naturally and necessarily been occupied 
in acquiring land and buildings. Now, in the 
professor’s opinion, the time has_ arrived 
when ‘“‘ Americans should give more atten- 
tion to the embellishment of their home 
grounds.” 

Given a man in possession of a lot or 
grounds which he wishes to beautify the first 
essential is the formation of a proper plan, 
In forming this plan the things to be con- 
sidered are the size of the grounds, the 
amount of money which the owner feels able 
to spend for the purpose, the climate, the 
soil, the exposure, peculiarities of the site, 
and whether the style followed shall be nat- 
ural or formal. 

These matters settled, before a tree or a 
shrub is planted, an outline map of the whole 
place should be drawn. This map should 
show all the buildingsin their proper relative 
positions, the directions in which the best and 
most pleasing outlooks are to be had, and 
also any inequalities in the surface of the 
ground. 

With this map as a canvas, and, within the 
limits laid down by the plan decided upon, 
the amateur landscape artist is ready to fill 
in his picture. Already the main outlines of 
the picture are fixed by the location of the 
buildings, the location of thé. streets, and 
other unchaypging conditions. 

There are some general principles of land- 
ecape planting which may be now laid down 
for his guidance. . Suppose there are on the 
place certain objectionable buildings, or sup- 
pose such buildings, within view of the house, 
are maintained by neighbors. One of the first 
aims should be to hide them from view by the 
planting of either trees or shrubs. On the 
other hand, it should be an equal object to 
allow the view to remain unobstructed by 
trees or shrubs in those directions where the 
outlook is most pleasant. If the place is large 
attention should also be paid to the point of 
planting in such a way as to afford the great- 
est possible protection from the prevailing 
winds. 

Where trees and shrubs are not needed 
either as screens or windbreaks the main 
object should be to plant them so that the 
arrangement may be pleasant, leaving at the 
same time as large an area of unbroken lawn 
as may be practicable. The “ spotty effect ” 
in landscape gardening is extremely common 
and extremely bad. 

In laying out walks and drives the safe rule 
is to make them straight and direct in small 
lots and winding and curved in larger places. 
The common practice of planting shrubs or 
trees, or of placing fountains in the center 
of a walk or drive, thus forcing people pass- 
ing along them to deviate from the natural 
course, is to be frowned on. 

Prof. Corbétt lays especial emphasis on the 
beauty of a fine stretch of greensward. He 
declares that “a perfect lawn is one of the 
rarest possessions of either a private or a 
public establishment.” For the guidance of 
lawnmakers he lays down therule that “ the 


that they should stand either alone, as single. 
specimens, or massed in irregular groups. 
Tree planting in long, straight rows is not 
to be encouraged under ordinary conditions, 
though on a large place such a long avenue 
of trees may be an imposing and pleasant 
feature. 

In shrub planting the same general rule 
holds good, except that shrubs should rarely 
be used singly and alone. Few of them have 


the requisite beauty and grace of form to 


stand such fsolation. Speaking generally, 
shrubs should be planted in groups or belts, 
and it ts in selecting the individual# which 
shall form such groups that one of the finest 
arts of the landscape gardener is shown. The 
most pleasing results are not obtained by 
massing a large number of the same variety 
in the same place, but by planting together 
in a harmonious whole different species and 
gonera. 

To speak metaphorically, the amateur 
landscape artist will find in the shrubs he 
sets out the colors with which his picture 
is to be painted. He will not, if he bea 
man of good taste, pick out shrubs with fo- 
liage and blooms which are in too startling 
contrast, but he may select those which,; 
while reasonably and harmoniously contrast+ 
ing, will fil the whole year or most of it with’ 
an unceasing succession of fresh leaves and 
flowers. He may select some which leave 
and blossom early in the year, others which © 
do not display their glories until the sum- 
met months, a third variety which is espe-. 
cially gorgeous after the frosts of autumn 
have done their work, and a final lot which 
hold their leaves all winter long. 

Shr should be studied and the selection 
decided on, with the following pointsin view: 
Size, color, and profusion of bloom, time of 
leaving and both the summer and autumn, 
color of foliage, time in the fall or winter 
when the leaves fall. \s 

By following these suggestions a group off 
shrubbery may be arranged which, while al-; 
ways changing, will always add a new note 
of beauty to the landscape. 

In planting shrubs those which grow tall 
and strong should be placed either at the 
rear of the group or in the center, the others 
being grouped either around them in, the 
order of their height or in the same more or 
less regular order leading upward from the 
green grass of the lawn in an unbroken mass 
of foliage without allowing the eye to be 
offended by the sight of bare trunks and 
stems. 

On large places shrubs should be planted 
in groups so as to fill the concave curves 
around which walks or drives may circle. 
To so arrange these plantations that they 
may take the place of natural objects around 
which the road might naturally curve, while, 
at the same time they serve to shut off for’ 
the moment some beautiful vista or bit of) 
planting, which is revealed as soon as 
plantation is passed, isgne of the highest: 
arts of landscape gardening. It produces 
the effect of variety and adds that element 
of pleasant surprise which is always #0 
charming. 

In addition to trees and shrubs the land- 
scape gardener must also use the various 
varieties of vines. They fill a demand in the 
adornment of a home which neither trees 
nor shrubs can meet. The latter may hide 
an unsightly object from a distance, but 
vines, like a garment, cling to its surface and 
make it seemly 

In Prof. Corbett’s little pamphlet are made 
many suggestions as to the proper and fit- A 
ting varieties of shrubs to use in combina- ©, 
tion, as well as of trees which are best =| 
suited to growth In various localities.

JEWISH ENCYCLOPEDIA. 
The Great Work Half Completed by 


Volume Six. 

The great JEWISH ENCYCLOPEDIA” 
which the Funk & Wagnall company is 
bringing out is now half completed. Vol- 
ume six has just appeared, and in some re- 
spects it is the most interesting of any. The 
contents of the volume range from “ God” 
to “ Istria,” and no less than 1,813 topics are 
treated. In articles relating to Talmudic 
lore and modern biography this volume will 
be found particularly rich, while the biblical, 
theological, historical, and philosophical 
contributions are especially noteworthy, not 
only on account of the nature of the topics 
treated but also because of the prominence 
in the scholarly world of their authors. 

The biographical section of this depart- 
ment affords striking contrasts. One finds 
Samuel Gompers (pege 42), the American 
labor leader, sandwiched between Gomez de 
Sosa, a Latin poet of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and Benjamin Gompertz, a British 
actuary of comparatively modern times. 
Notices of representatives of American Ju- 
daism in almost every walk in life are found 
scattered throughout the volume. 

Intensely interesting as are these sketches 
of Jewish activity they tell only the in- 
dividual side. For a general survey of 
Jewish history and education one must turn 
to suck articles as “‘ Gratz college,’’ Phila- 
detphia (page 88) (a Jéwish institution of 
learning founded by Hyman Gratz in 1856), 


written by Dr. Cyrus Adler, and “ Hebrew

SADDLE OF LAMB A L’HOLLANDAISBE. 
—Remove the skin from a nice saddle, bard 
it neatly with thinly sliced fat bacon, and set 
it in the baking tin with a few slices of carrot 
and onion, and bake, keeping it moégt care- 
fully basted. It should be placed in a quick 
oven at first, and then the heat reduced, to 
cook it more slowly, after the surface is nicely 
browned. When ready brush it over with 
liquid glaze, and serve on a hot dish gar- 
nished with small new potatoes baked with 
the meat, and seasoned watercress. Prop- 
erly, this dish is served with a demi-glace, 
but I can recommend, from personal exper!- 
ence, hollandaise sauce, originally served by 
mistake by a cook who was misled by the 
name. 


BOILED LEG OF LAMB A LA PASCA- 
LINE.—Choose a fat and smiall leg (from 
three and one-half to four pounds), remove 
the thick skin of the back, saw off the 
knuckle, and trim the joint into neat shape. 
Now lay it in a pan of warm water and let 
it soak for quite three hours; then place it 
in a saucepan with just enough boiling water 
to cover it, watch It reboil, themedraw it to 
the side and cook gently till dove 
ready place it on a hot dish, pour Pascaline 
sauce over it, and serve garnished with 
young green peas orasparagustips. For the 
sauce add to three-quarters of a pint of good 
velouté sauce a gill of mutton stock (made 
with the lamb bone), two tablespoonfuls of 
washed and minced mushrooms, a gaod des- 
sertspoonful of minced shallot, and 4 bunch 
of herbs; boil it all up sharply till reduced 
a fourth part, then sieve it, thicken with a 
liaison of two egg yolks beaten up in two or 
three spoonfuls of cream, season with coral- 
line pepper and lemon juice to taste, add a 
little finely minced parsley, and use. | 


LAMB SALAD.—Cut some cold lamb into 
neat little fillets or rounds; break up small 
two well washed and dried lettuces, put them 
into a bowl with the lamb, a spoonful or two 
of French capers, and one or two hard boiled 
eggs minced small; mix together abdut half 
a pint of French salad dressing, of oil, vin- 
egar, salt, pepper, and-a dash of molst sugar. 
Toss it all well together till thoroughly im- 
pregnated with the dressing, and serve gar- 
nished with quartered eggs and tiny rad- 
ishes. Be careful to have the lettuces thor- 
oughly dry before use, or the water they 
will give off will ruin the dressing. f 


CREME D’AGNEAU AU PARMESAN.— 
Cut up, pound, and sieve one pound of raw 
lamb, and to this purée add half a pint of 
thick cream, a gill of rich velouté, the yolks 
of four eggs, and a good-seasoning of salt, 
pepper, nutmeg, and powdered herbs; then 
stir info this two or three tablespoonfuls of 
minced cooked macaroni, one ounce or two 
ounces of grated Parmesan, a dash of coral- 
line pepper, and the whites of the eggs 
whipped to a stiff froth. Have ready a but- 
tered mold lined with cooked macaron! cut 
into rings, pour the mixture into this, and 
steam for one and a half hours, after which 
turn eut on to a hot dish, pouria velouté 
over and round it, garnish with green peas 
or asparagus points, and serve. Some cooks, 
-add a garnish of the macaroni croquettes 
previously given to this dish, and substitute 
a rich tomato sauce for the velouté. _ 

A spoonful of grated Parmesan, a dust of 
coralline pepper, half a teaspoonful of 
French mustard, and the yolk of an egg 
beaten up with a spoonful of cream, and all 
stirred into the velouté at last is a great ad- 
dition to the sauce when used for this dish.

Gold Enamel Makes Best Impres- 
sion Among Two Year 
Olds—Turf Talk. 


It is expecting too much of English Lad, 
the American Derby favorite, to believe he 
can beat the field he is entered against today 
in the feature race at Worth, If the son of 
Requital at his first asking can concede a 
pound to Witfull and defeat her in her present 
form there need not be much concern 4s to 
whether he has maintained his 2 year old 
greatness. Indeed, he may have to improve 
upon it to do so. 

In a mile race the 3 year old must carry 
_today 98 pounds, as against the 4 year old 
mare’s 108. By the scale she should concede 
him eleven pounds. Her victory on Saturday 
showed Witfull to bein prime condition, and 
it takes a first class racehorse to beat Hil- 
dreth’s mare under even conditions.

The nearest to a line on today’s meeting 
between Witfull and English Lad may possi- 
bly be found in the race Witfull ran against 
Audience at Memphis. Hildreth’s mare, 
carrying 106 pounds, beat S. 8. Brown's Oaks 
winner, carrying 89, after a fairly interesting 
contest at a mile and a sixteenth. Audience 
was doubtless im better condition then than 
English Lad is now, but Witfull is also prob- 
ably in better shape. 


Gregor K. in Light. 

Witfull Is not the only one to be reckoned 
with today by any means. Gregor K., with 
only ninety-nine pounds, will make things 
extremely busy for the others if he was not 
affected unfavorably by his race of Satur- 
day, and there are other fair horses im the 
contest. 

The track should be good and fast by this 
afternoon. It was in good condition yes- 
terday, and there were many workouts. John 
W. Schorr’s consignment of horses from St. 
Louls reached the track during the after- 
noon. They are in charge of Louls Trauber, 
who handled the Schorr string at New Or- 
leans, and several | them are ready to Trace 
at once. 

There are two 2 vear old events on the 
card today. and, while these races at this 
time of the season are largely guesswork 
for the betting men, they are Interesting 
to the real racing fan. There is‘little doubt 
that the best 2 year old which was shown 
en Saturday; was Gold Enamel, that fin- 
fished secondthat is. on their present form. 
Miller’s colt was catching the winner, Phil- 
anthropist, fast In the closing strides, after 
having encountered interference. In races 
at five furlongs he will probably be at an 
advantage. At the same time. the Tichenor 
colt may not be as far advanced. He cer- 
tainly showed a keen filght of speed. He 
broke on even terms wit! Stella Allen, and 
outran her in the first quarter, and the LI- 
calsi filly is fast for this portion of a race. 
After doing this Philanthropist carried his 
speed well to the finish, whereas Stella Allen 
tired perceptibly. Another probable good 
one that ran in this bunch is F. T., Wood's 
Arthur Stillwell, who fought it out for fourth 
place with Sweet Pepper.

CAMPAIGN WINS 
4,800 CONVERTS. 
Estimate Results of 


the Revival Movement

More Than 300 Meetings, in 40 
Churches, Attended by 200,-

With meetings in several churches last 
night the evangelistic campaign of the last 
six weeks formally was brought to a close, 
and there are today enrolled on the @ember- 
ship of the Chicago churches at le 4,800 
more: names than prior to the beginning of 
the revival movement. 

The results have more than met the ex- 
pectations of the Chicago clergymen who 
assisted the evangelistic committee, 
already there is talk of another campaign 
on a still larger scale. The Rev. Dr. C. B. 
McAfee, pastor of the F y-first Street 
Presbyterian church, and chairman of the 
Presbyterian évangelistic committee, which 
directed the. movement just closed, said last 
night that the next campaign probably will 
be next spring. Every church in the city will 
be asked to participate.

TRADS AGAIN GROWS DULL 


‘IMPROVEMENT PROMISED BY CON- 
| DITIONS IN MARCH SUBSIDES.

‘Accumulation of Money Favorable to 

Speculation Later in Year — Better 

Weather Helps Wholesale Markets— 

Some Lines Slow to Respond—Metals 

Continue to Show Moderate Activity 

—Coal Conditions Mixed, Bituminous 
Dall, While Anthracite Is Firm. 


It is becoming apparent that the hopeful- 

_ fess occasioned by the last quarterly report 

of the United States Steel corporation and 

the predictions of a’return to favorable show- 

ings by the railroads have not been followed 

by the revival in general business that 
peemed warranted a few weeks ago. 

If the steel and iron trade may be consid- 
ered barometric, the mercury of trade is 
fallen. Railroad earnings, with some excep- 
tions, make relatively as poor showings in 
March and weeks of April as they did in the 

The rail- 


road companies, too, instead of purchasing 


equipment with the moneys they are borrow- 


‘tng so freely, are devoting the proceeds of 
“heir note sales to other purposes. Their 
éurtallment of equipment orders is charac- 
teristic of their policy with regard to operat- 
- ing expenditures of every nature. 

The effect of these reduced expenditures 
is felt in a good many lines and to such an 
extent by one of the equipment companies, 
the Pressed Steel Car, that it has discon- 
tinued .making quarterly statements of its 
earnings. The Republic Iron and Steel com- 
pany has discontinued its half yearly state- 
ments, and both companies refrain from 
publishing earnings because they are poor. 

The Atchison railroad and the Missouri 
Pacific are conspicuous exceptions in the 
matter of published statements of earn- 

- ings, in that they have shown large gains 
in gross and reductions im operating ex- 
péenses. Most of the northern lines, the 
eastern trunk lines, and the coal roads do 
rot make the exhibit for March and weeks in 

. April that had been expected. Bank clear- 
ings fail to show increases over last year, 
and plainly general business, where not ata 
standstill, shows recession. 

And yet underlying conditions must be con- 
Bidered good. There is nothing suggestive 

at this time of anything more than a trade re- 
ection, aggravated in the current year bya 
presidential campaign. Undoubtedly cor- 
porations have paid out in dividends what 
should have been kept in their treasuries, 
but that is -becoming a fact so widely 
acknowledged it can be pointed to only asa 
Policy originating in a time of overspecula- 
tion, due to the necessity of maintaining 
banking credits. 

Although gold exports have reached a rela-

Hew York and Chicago. The largest Wall 
street interests tell their friends that they 
GO not expéct anything in a business way 
until after the campaign, and, as a result, 
money continues to accu:mulate, and the only 
welief afforded is through the borrowings of 
railroads. 


Promise of Better Markets. 


But the growing accumulation ofefunds 
promises, with’ good craps, to furnish con- 
Gitions for a good market in securities later 
2m the year. The markets following 1896 be- 
@an with large reserves held by the New 
Zork banks. On Jan. 30, 1897, the surplus 
yeserve in New York banks stood at $59,- 
345,250. The usual crop moving demands 
dn the autumn reduced this surplus to! a 
minimum of $11,523,450 on Dec. 24. But by 
egune 20 of the following year the surplus 
had again advanced, reaching $62,206,250. In 
3809 the maximum was $43,933,725, and in 1900 
the maximum was $30,871,275. 

The surplus reserve of the New York banks 
has now been mounting since the beginning 
of the year. At the current figure it is the 
highest since May 27, 1899, when it stood as 
guoted above. The exports of gold should 
reduce the excess, but there promises yet to 
be such a yolume of deposits seeking employ- 
ment that by the latter months of the sum- 
mer money conditions, crops being favorable, 
be such as to favor speculative mar- 

ts.

Weather Improves Trade, 


Better weather during the week was re- 
flected by improved business in mot of the 
western wholesale markets and brighter 
prospects generally. Still, there was but 
& emall rebound in some lines, adverse con- 
ditions having prevailed solong. 

Breadstuffs, paints, and olls showed the 
least gain, but consumption of 6ther com- 
modities and demand for manufactured 
products showed good advance. | Larger 
purchases in the prominent retail lines in 
dry goods, clothing, and men's furnishings 
were noticeable. The labor situation pre- 
sented few dark spots, and farm work was 
in full blast in most sections of the west and 
northwest, auguring well for the fiature of 
all Markets. While crop conditions in the 
Ohio valley and parts of the southwest are 
reported bad, these claims are hardly more 
numerous than usual. 

Building operations in the borbtrd felt the 
growth of farm work. Trade in lumber at 
the yards showed improvement, and the re- 
ceipts of lumber, curtailed by delayed lake 
navigation, fell under last year. In paints 
retail trade has been disappointing, while 
the wholesdle market has had a good week. 
Prices of pigments held steady, and stocks 
are ample. Oils were lower on slow demand. 
Structural materials were in better demand 
for local building. 

The hide market showed strength and ac- 
tivity, with sales large and the lea#ing in- 
terest buying. j 


Southern Iron Cheaper. 
In the metals there were no changes !n quo- 
tations except occasional shading {jo stim- 
ulate buying, and a reduction in southern 
irons in Chicago. The latter change due 
to a drop of 20c in freight rates from Bir- 
mingham on the lines north of the Olio river, 
the reduction to continue until July 1. The 
base price was unchanged, at $1000, and 
local irons were not affected. 
The trade is grateful for orders. that would 
scarcely excite remark when business was 
boqming, says the Iron and Machinery 
World. Inquiry for pig iron ts better than a 
week ago. One inquiry from an implément 
concern is for 3,000 tons. There are others 
for smaller tonnages that aggregat? a con- 
siderable quantity. The situation looks bet- 
ter in the steel market also. One ordeér placed 
in the west this week was for about 8,000 tons 
of steel rails,*and in lots of 1,000 tonsor more 
there were a number of transactidns. . So, . 
too, there -haVe*been a few transactions in 
structural material‘in lots of 500 tdnms each 
or better. There’ is continued good buying 
of merchant steel"for the new year béginning 
in midsummer, contracts assuming t he usual 
size and specifications. | 


Conditions in Coals Mixec 


Bituminous coal markets in the est con- 
tinue in the dumps, says the Black Diamond, 
and are as bad as they have been at any 
time in the history of this branch of the trade. 
The anthithesis of the bituminous situation 
is to be found in the demand for anthracte. 
Shipping agents at all leading pofnts are 
using their utmost endeavors to get forward 
coal’ in sufficient quantities to take’ care of 
their orders, but thus far have been unable 
to do so with the prospect that a large vol- 
ume of April business will be carried @ver into 
May. The only hope for relief in the situa- 
tion, judging by present indications, is the 
early opening of navigation, aml labor 
troubles make that uncertain. 4 

In the western anthracite trade th@re have 
been a number of adverse factors. | In Chi- 
cago there is a fair inquiry for coal, and deal- 
ers are accepting order for a considerable 
tonnage. To meet these requireménts the 
dealers have a much curtailed supply of all 
rail coal. The reduction in all rail shipments 
during the week has been pronounced and 
Chicago shipping comcerns have received 
about one-tenth of the coal they | needed, 
partly due.to a congestion in the yards at 


Buffalo. In addition there has con- 
siderable delay in loading coal at mines, 
owing to a shortage of box ears. While the 
orders placed thus far have probably hot been 
as large as they were a year ago, they have 
been sufficiently large to bea feature of the 
situation and to more than absor® all the 
coal that has come forward. If the receipts 
for Chicago all rail during April ate 580 per 
cent of those in April a year ago, lake and 
rail, it will be a source of’ surprise to the 
shipping agents. This reduction in'the ton- 
nage coming forward necessarily a work 
hardship.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET.

Discount—Other Markets. 


A revival in the cash demand for wheat 
in this and other markets, an indication that 
millers’ supplies have dwindled until they 
had to be replenished, has imparted strength 
to the nearby deliveries of wheat the last 
week. There has been no revival, however, 
in the speculative interest, and while local 
bull effort has been persistent, it has had to 
meet the opposition of open Armour selling, 
and the recoveries in price have been mod- 
erate, the May and the July both up about 
2c from the close a week earlier, and the 
July about 8c above the low point of the 
decline. 

There has been the usual conflict of ovis 
dence concerning the crop position. Win- 
ter suddenly gave way to spring in the 
northwest, clear skies and warm tempera- 
ture succeeded the rains, and the spring 
wheat farmers have been progressing with 
their work faster than some of the north- 
west authorities were willing to have the 
speculative public believe possible several 
weeks ago. Seeding is well under way, even 
in the most backward part of the territory, 
but is probably two weeks late. In Manitoba 
the season is said to be four weeks late, 
Conditions in the older states of the winter 
wheat belt, however, seem to show no im- 
provement, but rather to look more dismal 
with the advent of growing weather. There 
have been all sorts ‘of private advices and 
estimates as to the outlook in Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Michigan, limiting the possible yield 
to 25 to 30 per cent of normal. There have 
been more good rains in the southwest and 
most authorities now expect a good crop in 
Kansas, some claim as large a yield asa 
year ago. Snow says the Kansas condition 
has not improved during April, but he seems 
to be alone in his opinion. | 

Crop Not Improved. 

The first two or three weeks in April were 
cold and unfavorable for growth all over 
the. wheat: section, and, while conditions 
have undoubtedly improved in the south- 
west, this improvement may have been more 
than offset by the development of unfavor- 
able conditions.east of the Mississippi. The 
government report for May may show some 
retrogression on the crop as a whole in- 
stead of the hoped for advance. Europe 
still seems to be getting a sufficiency of sup- 
plies from other countries, and the falling 
off in exports from this country and Canada 
to 1,010,000 bu, the smallest weekly clear- 
ances in fourteen years, and less than a 
third of the clearances from this country 
for the corresponding week last year, from 
Argentina for last week, or even from Aus- 
tralia, has not shaken the indifference of the 
foreigner. 

The domestic cash situation, however, 
seems fully as strong as the foreign demand 
is indifferent. The No, 2 red winter, of 
which there were 264,000 bu here at the be- 
ginning of the week, has sold in small lots 
at 13c over May.:- The No. 2 hard, deliver- 
able only at a discount on contracts, has 
sold at May price. The No. 1 northern, of 
which there were 680,000 bu here, with proba- 
bly a third of this | stock owned by local 
millers, has sold in round lots at small pre- 
miums over May. The delay in the opening 
of navigation has kept the Duluth stock of 
spring wheat off the eastern market, except 
at,a prohibitive all rail rate, and this has 
not only increased the demand for the small 
local stocks, but has had the extraordinary 
result of driving Buffalo millers to buying 
the hard winter wheat at Galveston for ship- 
ment to Buffalo all water by the ocean and 
canal. It seems as certain as at any time 
that contract stocks will be exhausted here 
before July,’and the shorts dependent upon 
the arrivals of new crop wheat. 


May Corn Sells Lower. 

The corn market has shown a modest re- 
covery of %c in July and a further loss of 
1\4c in the May as the result of the abandon- 
ment of the May deal by Armour and of 
scattered liquidation by other holders, the 
May at one time full 2c discount under 
the July. There is a big steck of contract 
corn here, over 4,000,000 bu, with a poor ce- 
mand for it because of the uncertainty when 
navigation will open. Corn is not more than 
1c to 2c out of line for export, and some’busi- 
ness would undoubtedly be passing if corn 
could be shipped promptly. But buyers will 
not have corn loaded into vessels to run the 
risk of its getting out of condition when they 
have no idea when it can be forwarded. On 
this account the cash situation is likely to 
be heavy. If, as some think, Armour expects 
to take the May corn in on delivery today, u 
weak situation may be braced up, but if 
this is left for scattered -holders to do 
the market might easily drag lower. Ar- 
mour.is believed to be short the July, and 
weakness in the cash corn would drag the 
July lower. Receipts have fallen off some 
with the break in prices. Corn planting has 
been delayed by unfavorable weather, but 
conditions have improved, and a large acre- 
age wiil be put in. 


More Demand for Oats. 


There has been a sharp rally, in the oats 
market, the result of the marked falling 
off in receipts, which have dropped to 
around 30 cars daily, and of an improve- 
ment in the shipping demand, which has 
drawn heavily on the stock of standard oats 
in store. Local feeders have taken these 
oats because they have been the cheapest 
obtainable, and eastern stocks are so low 
buyers could not wait longer on the opening 
of navigation, but had to come to this mar- 
ket for supplies. With the standard oats 
selling over the May price, the shorts in 
May and July have been inclined to cover, 
and prices have rallied about 4c.

TRADE HALTS ON HOLIDAY. 


May Day Restricts Business in Lon- 
don—Russian War Loan 
a Problem. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
(Copyright: 1904: By the New York Herald,] 
LONDON, April 80.—This week's settie- 

ment showed a continuance of the revival 
which has come as a boon and a blessing 
to the stock exchange. Since the previous 
settlement consols have risen 2%, and during 
the present week a gain of a whele point 
was registered. One good judge expects that 
premier security will go still higher. Most 
of the other departments have benefited, al- 
though there was a disposition to restrict 
business toward the close of the week because 
of the May day holiday on Monday and by 
reason of the calling in of loans by banks 
for balance sheet purposes. There was lit- 
tle real slackening of investment buying and 
the general tone remained good. 


In addition to the appearance of bon> fide 
investors the recent reductions in the Bank 
of England rate and the confirmation of the 
belief that there will be no complications 
arising out of the far eastern w were fac- 
tors of strength. Altogether the most nota- 
ble exception to the general improvement 
‘was found in the American railroad depart- 
ment. The slackness of business in New 
York was naturally reflected here, and the 
British investor is deterred from putting 
his eggs in the Yankee basket by the forth- 
coming presidential election and the fear that 
affairs of the steel trust may not turn out 
so favorably as they promisy to do at the 
present moment, 

French money is being called back from 
London, and the general expectation is that 
the French loan to Russia will probably lead 
to a withdrawal of the balances now em- 
ployed here. The Statist understands that 
Parisian bankers are forming a syndicate 
which is conducting negotiations with a sug- 
gested issue price of 98, but that the Russian 
government objects to this. Confirmation 
of this, to some extent, is afforded by the 
Economist, which, however, believes the 
issue will be $160,000,000, one-half of this 
sum to be taken firm and the other half at 
an option, the total amount to be paid in 
three installments, as follows: $50,000,000 
next month, $30,000,000 in September, and 
the remaining $80,000,000 in January next.

The abundance of money has proved no in- 
ducement to operatars to accumulate stocks, 
and the market is practically deadlocked as 
a result. Current factors last week were of 
little influence, except as they went to re- 
press activity. The discussion of the dividend 
prospects of United States Steel preferred 
was stimulated again on account of the less 
favorable conditions reported in the iron and 
steel trades. Railroad earnings remain at a 
level below last year. Advices from the 
crops were not sufficiently favorable to stim- 
ulate any demand for stocks. |
